Faith of Mission Indians 


Native Americans plead for more attention from church

The people of Viejas Indian reservation, 
35 miles.or so from San Diego, were lucky 
this year. In their charming little church of 
the Nativity, lovingly tended by sacristan 
Bill Amador, they had the privilege of the 
celebration of mass on All Souls Day. 


It was the first. mass to be said in Viejas 
since last Easter. To add to the joy, they 
had not only one priest in attendance, but 
two. 


Father John Nesbitt from St. Joseph 
Cathedral, San Diego and Father Eugene 
Lyons, director of the diocesan office of 
the Confraternity of Christian Doctrine 
(CCD), concelebrated in the gathering 
dusk on what is probably the most 
important religious event of the year for 
= Mission Indians. 


THE INDIANS have a special reverence 
for the dead. On All Souls Day, at funerals 
and the first anniversary of a death, old 
tribal tradition and Christian ritual are 
fused in unique ceremonies. These are 
times of profound importance to the 
people, and intense religious significance. 


Often no priest has been available to say 
mass. The visitation of Father Nesbitt and 
Father Lyons was in response to the 
increasingly audible demands of native 
Americans in this and neighboring tribal 
lands, for a more visible presence of the 
church in their communities. 


It was in response, too, to an increased 
awareness within the hierarchy of the 
church of past misunderstanding and 
neglect of Indians and their needsin many 
areas. 


IN’ MAY this year, the U.S. Catholic 
bishops issued a statement deploring past 
mistakes and calling for greater respect 
for Indian tradition and culture and more 
dialogue with the people in order to 
improve the church’s ministry to them. 


In July, Bishop Leo T. Maher appointed 
Father Nesbitt to evaluate what religious 
programs exist in the field of catechetics 
and adult education in the reservations, 
and to determine the opportunities for the 
people to assist at weekly mass. 


A month later a diocesan fact-finding 
committee under the chairmanship of Dr. 
Robert Peer, associate director of Catholic 
Commmunity Services (CCS), and 
including staff of the CCD and CCS offices,

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met with representatives from reserva- 
tions in San Diego County to define their 
immediate spiritual and social needs. 


INDIAN representatives included 
Joseph Lucero, of the Tribal Council of 
California; Josephine Romero, spokes- 
man for Barona tribal lands; Carmen Daisy 
Welch, spokesman for Viejas; Robert 
Welch, director of Barona Community 
Center, and Henry Murphy, councilman 
and treasurer from the Sycuan reserva- 
tion. 


The most urgent demand, they found, 
was for a priest. Someone, they felt, must 
be found to celebrate mass weekly in the 
several reservations not now being served, 
such as Viejas, ‘Barona, and Sycuan. 
Others, where only monthly services were 
available, include Inaja, La Jolla, Pauma 
and Pechanga, Los Coyotes and Mesa 
Grande. 


The priest should also be available for 
funeral masses and first anniversaries as 
well as the blessing of graves on All Souls 
Day and the feast of the Holy Cross. 


A RELIGIOUS education program of 
weekly education slanted to the under- 
standing and lifestyle of Indian children, 
the construction of achapel in Sycuan and 
care for the elderly as well as youth 
suffering from alcohol or drug addiction 
were next in priority 

Reservations experiencing the most 
acute need are Viejas, Sycuan, Barona 
and Warner Springs (where the chapel 
dates from the 1830s). To the south, the 
Manzanita and Campo tribal lands. are 
served by Father Anderson from St. Mary 
Magdalene, Jacumba, who is fluent in 
Spanish. 


Jamul Indian Village does not have 
weekly mass in its church but Father John 
Keenan conducts funerals and first 
anniversary masses as well as the 
traditional grave blessings. Here too, 
permanent Deacon William Clarke 
teaches CCD and works among the 
elderly.

ALTHOUGH THE likelihood of meeting 
the Indians’ request for a resident priest in 
one of the neglected areas is not great in 
these times of a shortage of priests, Father 
Nesbitt has undertaken to celebrate mass 
and conduct funeral services whenever 
possible. 


A religious education Program to train 
volunteers from among the people of the 
reservations to act as catechists is already 
underway at the Indian Centers of Viejas 
and Barona. It is under the direction of 
Sister Patty Ann Born, diocesan consul- 
tant for Family and Child religious 
education. 


For the Indians, these developments, 
although small, are welcome. “Having

religious instruction only oncea month, as 
it has been for some time, is not enough,” 
said Henry Murphy. “The children forget 
their catechism from one class to the 
next.” 


THERE ARE about 12 children in 
Sycuan, 65 in Barona, and about 85 in 
Viejas. Anumber of young parents in these 
areas have at least some college or hold 
an associate arts degree, and, once 
trained, are fully capable of continuing a 
religious education program.

NEWARK, N.J. (NC)—Some 5,000 
Catholics received general absolution in a 
series of pre-Christmas penance services 
held throughout the Newark archdiocese 
during the first week of Advent. > 

Granting of general absolution became 
a pastoral necessity because of the 
crowds attending the programs, it was 
announced at each location by the 
presiding bishop.

GENERAL THEME of the services, 


conceived by Archbishop Peter L. Gerety 
of Newark, was “A Father’s Embrace.” The 
programs were designed to reach out to 


-non-practicing Catholics, and to reconcile 


people to each other and to the Church. 


All of those attending were assured that 
they had been absolved of their sins if 
there was nothing else between them and 
a return to full practice of their faith. 


All participants in the five programs 
were given cards containing the names, 
addresses and phone numbers of 54 
priest-volunteers who have been specially 
trained to work with difficult situations. 


Supreme Court hits help to private schools 


WASHINGTON. (NC)—The U.S. Su- 
preme Court, in a 6-3 vote, has struck 
down a New York law giving private 
schools some’ $11 million in a one-shot 


payment for record-keeping and testing. 

The court said the program violated the 
constitutional separation of church and 
state. 


Congress reached an impasse for 
the 14th time last Tuesday on the 
question of medicaid abortion 
funding. The House defeated the 
Senate’s proposal 200 to 170. 


The Catholic Women’s Seminary 
Fund (CWSF) is offering scholarships 
for seminary education to Catholic 
women—lay, religious, married or 
single—“who experience the call to 
serve others through priestly minis- 
try,” starting in 1978. 


The Virginia board of health voted 
four to one Nov. 30 to stop state 
funding of welfare abortions unless 
the life of the mother is endangered by 
the pregnancy.

Bishop speaks in barrio 
Danger in life comes from 
man, not scientific progress

The danger in life today 
comes from man, not from 
scientific progress, accord- 
ing to Bishop Leo T. Maher. 


Speaking to an audience 
of civic, business and 
public dignitaries and 
others in the program “An 
hour in the barrio” the 
bishop said: 


“TODAY, IN our era so 
marked by human pro- 
gress, there is a need to 
appeal to the conscience of 
man. 


“For the danger comes 


_ not from progress, norfrom 


science. No, the real dan- 


ger comes from man him- 


self, wielding ever more 
powerful instruments, 
which can be employed for 
destruction or for the 
loftiest conquests.” 


The barrio program, 
which is sponsored by the 
Mexican and American 
Foundation, at the Chicano 
Community Health Center, 
San Diego, attracted about 
130 persons. 


BISHOP MAHER told 
them, ‘‘The edifice of 
modern civilization must 
be based on spiritual prin- 
ciples capable not only of 
sustaining it, but also 
endowing it with light 


and life.” 


He told the audience of 
the ways in which the 
church has established 
outreach programs into the 
Mexican-American com- 
munity with the objectives 
of providing social services, 
developing service action 
models and training volun- 
teers. 


“The models function as 
concrete demonstrations of 
charity in action,” he said.

Prayer is a hunger 


It certainly seems to be true that “prayer is a 
hunger”, to use the title of a book. Reports from 
surveys indicate that people really are seeking 
prayer, want a better prayer life and are wedded to 
traditional forms of prayer. 


Recently, U.S. Catholic, that excellent monthly 
magazine put out by the Claretian Fathers, carried 
out a major survey and found that prayer “is alive 
and well.” Father Dennis Geaney, OSA, asked to 
comment on the survey, said, “Prayer seems to 
stand apart from confusion in the churches, 
ministers searching for identity, and continual 
experimentation with ritual and prayer forms.” 


The survey found that: 


—Prayer of petition is the most popular form, 
followed by prayer of thanksgiving, followed by 
praise. 


Sitting down is more popular than kneeling for 
prayer. 

—37 percent say the Rosary. 

—66 percent say meal prayers. 

—11 percent pray in tongues. 


—Most readers say spontaneous prayers more 
frequently then formula prayers. 


—Most people pray several times a day and most 
prefer praying alone. 


—90 percent believe God answers their prayers.

Donald Thorman—great Catholic journalist

early age of 52. Among editors and publishers of 
the Catholic press, Don was respected as the 
president and editorial director of the National 
Catholic Reporter, and its former editor and 
publisher. 


In spite of its sometimes harsh criticism of the 
church, NCR isa necessary and important part of it. 


Edited and owned by lay people, it has none of the 
inhibitions which more official publications have to 
lay upon themselves. Its progressive viewpoint has 
spurred much innovative and realistic thinking in 
the church in the United States—and therefore the 
world—in the decade that Don Thorman has run

NCR under Thorman has provided the vehicle for 
many highly intelligent and necessary discussions 
in print so much a part of our tumultuous times. 
We're sorry to lose Don. He had not been well since 
a trip to China a year ago. A great Catholic 
journalist.

And these 
same people set themselves up as leaders of the 
community for such high ideals as justice and 
peace. They seem to overlook that it all starts with 
charity.

We were talking...about the way we 
are affected—or not affected—by our 
physical environment and what 
difference it makes to be surrounded 
by loveliness or ugliness. 


We were driving home into an 
incredibly beautiful sunset from an 
encounter with acquaintances who 
were locked in an appalling conflict of 
hatred for one another. Lawsuits and 
counter-suits were in process, 
accusations and counter-accusa- 
tions, recriminations and defama- 
tions of character were plaguing the 
community in which they lived. 


WINDING THROUGH the hills and 
glimpsing vista after vista of breath- 
taking beauty, we wondered how 
people could live in such a place and 
yet become-so obsessed with ugly, 
destructive emotions. It seemed 
impossible to remain there without a ~ 
deep sense of gratitude for the loving 
goodness and generosity of God, nor 
the desire to reflect something of it to 
those others who shared it. 


| remember experiencing the same 
kind of incomprehension many years 
ago in South Africa. There, in the 


spectacular coastal mountains of the 
Cape Province, it was difficult to 
reconcile the harsh race laws and 
denials of human dignity with the 
inspiring loveliness of the country. 


But, as’ someone reminded me, 
even the perfection of the Garden of 
Eden did not prevent the fall of the 
first man and woman! And since time 
immemorial, wars and murders and 
all kinds of heinous deeds have 
occurred amid surroundings of 
surpassing beauty. 


1 SUPPOSE it is a question of 
awareness—and inner sight. Anger, 
fear, hatred and that corrosive 
impulse—revenge—are more blind- 
ing than the most opaque cataract. It 
is not that we do not see the beauty 
around us, for our physical vision is 
not impaired, but that our inner vision 
is blinded to its meaning. 


And even when we are capable ofa 
profound awareness of beauty we may 
deliberately blind ourselves to its 
uplifting effect by selfishness, 
grasping at it for our own and 


. attempting to deny it to others. Our 


true sight, the way in which! we 
respond, are moved and changed 


when we encounter beauty, lies deep 
in our consciousness. 


It sees, not only with an aesthetic 
appreciation or a sensitivity for form 
and color, but with wonder and a 
sense of mystery and the reverence 
due to all created things. It rises from 
the center of our beliefs, beliefs about 
God, about life, about ourselves and 
our destiny. 


THERE I!S a verse—I cannot 
remember its context—which runs: 
“Two men looked out thru prison bars. 
One saw mud, the other saw stars.” It 
would be as valid a comment if we 
placed the men, notin prison, butona 
mountain top with the sunset view. 
Chances are, one would see the 
effects of smog, the other, glory. 


Whether we live as paranoics in the 
Garden of Eden or saints praising God 
in a slum depends on the direction 
and dévelopment of our inner vision. 
the acuity or the dullness of our 
perception of life and creation. 


It is possible to be intensely aware 
of beauty in the midst of squalor; to be 
unshakeably convinced of love 
surrounded by hatred; to trust 


unquestioningly in the primacy of 
good when beset by total evil. For a 


Christian it is more than posible. {tus 


an imperative. ° 


FOR US IT IS not so much a matter 
of an optmistic view as a realistic one. 
Goodness, love and joy are facts. They 
exist with all the power of heaven 
behind them. The beauty of our world 
is an affirmation and a proclamation 
of the undying care and generosity of 
our God. 


If we are to train our inner sight to 
20-20 vision, we need to concentrate 
on the peripheries as well as what 
confronts us. A wider vision puts us in 
the center of things, not in an 
egotistical way, but relating us to all 
that is around us, so that we live in 
harmony and responsiveness. 


Sunsets do not last long. However 
exquisite, however brilliant and 
spectacular in color, however flaming 
the sky, they pass and are gone 
forever. That is, unless we have seen 
them with that inner eye and have let 
them touch and move us in such away 
that something of their beauty 
remains beautiful within us. Then, 
sunsets are forever.

Love for Mary marked 


his whole

It has been said of St. Bernard that “he 
carried the 12th century on his shoulders and 
he did not carry it without suffering.” The 
suffering began early in his own search for 
identity and purpose in Life. 


It would have been difficult to foresee that 
this shy, sensitive lad‘ would one day counsel 
popes and kings and fight unflinchingly for the 
purity of faith and morality in the tumultuous 
years which marked his lifetime. 


HE WAS THE third of seven children born 
to Tescelin, a Burgundian noble, and Aleth, 
also of noble birth. He was born at Fontaines, 
the family castle hear Dijon, in 1090, All the 
children were well educated, and Bernard had 
a full college course at Chatillon. © 


Here he showed a love for solitude and was 
especially sensitive to promptings of divine 
grace. Still in his teens, he dreamed one 
Christmas Eve of seeing the new born infant 
Jesus in Bethlehem. He conceived a strong 
devotion to Jesus’ humanity and a 
corresponding love for Mary—a devotion 
which marked indelibly his whole approach to 
theology and the spiritual life. 


Then, at 17, he lost his mother, a crushing 
blow to his sensitive nature. Only the good 
sense and vivaciousness of his one sister, 
Humbeline, saved him from desponding. 


NOW HIS LIFE lay before him, and he 
had everything going for him, humanly 
speaking: wealth, nobility charm, a quiet but 
irresistible attractiveness, intelligence. But 
the old urge for solitude reasserted itself and 
he started toying with the idea of joining the 
newly founded, very strict group of 
Benedictines at Citeax (Cistercians). : 


His friends and relatives thought he was 
crazy and tried to change his mind. But his 
mind was made up and he changed theirs. 
When he left, he had 31 companions, 
including his best friend and four brothers. 
This was truly amazing (they were not going 
off on a picnic), but it was only a foretaste of 
the almost irresistible power which his 
eloquence would wield over the minds, hearts 
and souls of men. 


Bernard was 22 when the abbot, St. 
Stephen Harding, welcomed his group. Peace 
at last! Or so he thought, because just three 
years later Stephen sent him off with 12 
companions to build a new monastery. They 
did so, at the cost of incredible sacrifice and 
austerity. 


BERNARD WAS a demanding superior, 
insisting on strict discipline in accord with the 
rule. But when he sensed that his rigor was 
getting the brethren down, he relented 


approach 


somewhat. This foundation became the 
famous monastery of Clairvaux, and hither 
his father and youngest brother jointed the 
community in 1117. 


A man of his extraordinary gifts could not 
remain hidden long. He was besieged with 
requests for counseling, for intervention in 
disputes between princes. Popes and bishops 
sought his advice and followed it, although he 
pulled no punches in giving it. He was 
passionately dedicated to the church and 
anxious about its integrity in every sphere of 
its life. 


The disputed papal election of 1130 
prompted him to champion the cause of 
Innocent II, and to do so, he traveled 
throughout France, Germany, and Italy. 
During his travels he picked up another 
candidate for Clairvaux, Peter Paganelli of 
Pisa, who began by tending the fires at the 
monastery and ended up’as Pope Eugene III. 


TO THE NEW Pope, his disciple, Bernard 
wrote his longest, most important work, “De 
Consideratione’’ (On Contemplation), 
warning him of the dangers of his office and 
urging him to remain faithful to mental prayer, 
giving it priority over all his other duties. 


Indeed, in the midst of all his feverish and 
unwanted activity (he even preached a 
Crusade), he found time to read, contem- 
plate, and write voluminously. There are 
ascetical treatises for his monks, admonitions 
to popes, hundreds of marvellously moving 
sermons “as effective today as when he 
delivered them, polemical works in which his 
poetic genius forges a terrible invective 
against the apparent enemies of the faith, 
stern denuncations of clerical negligence and 
avarice that still burn white-hot, and a vast 
correspondence that shows him the willing 
servant and counselor of clients in every rank 
of the life of his time” (Philip Hughes “History 
of the Church”). 


He took a dim view of the beginnings of a 
rationalistic theology, especially as 
represented by men like Abelard, and 
protested loudly. It was not that he was anti- 
intellectual; far from it! He respected human 
reason, but he feared rationalism. 


For him theology had to. lead to 
contemplation or be sterile mental 
gymnastics. He was an ardent champion of: 
the Mother of God and his Marian writings 
and prayers have left a lasting imprint on 
Christian devotion. 


After a series of debilitating illnesses he 
died on Aug. 20, 1153. Canonized in 1174, he 
was declared a Doctor of the church in 1830: 
“Doctor Mellifluus,” the honey-sweet Doctor.

Did Marian devotion 


diminish women? 


One of the most striking features of 
medieval piety was devotion to the Virgin 
Mary. Practically every major gothic 
cathedral was either named after her (Notre 
Dame-Our Lady) or housed a splendid 
shrine in her honor. Surviving art works 
show her as a queen offering her son Jesus 
to the world. Legends, songs, prayers, 
litanies about the Virgin Mary abound. 


Some liberated women today, looking 
back on this, argue that the male dominated 
church put Mary on too high a pedestal. By 


». moving her so far from earth, men could do 


the same to all women and thus render 
women ineffective in the day-to-day 
management of affairs. According to this 
argument, the medieval church set a 
pattern, through the Marian devotion, that 
would endure to this day. ; 


THE POINT seems to be that Mary as 
role model for women was a means to keep 
women in a subservient position. By moving 
Mary to a level too far beyond the human, 
religious devotion in effect dehumanized 
her. In a like manner, by over idealizing all 
women, men in effect dehumanized them. 


The substance of the criticism is then: 
Devotion to Mary has generally been bad 
news for the state of womanhood 
throughout history. Marian devotion 
simply reinforced the male chauvinist 
position with religious reasons. 


Yet a-sensitive meditation on the 
medieval art works depicting the Virgin 
Mary reveals quite another picture. Far from 
making Mary a goddess to be co-opted by 
males, the artists portrayed the immense 
humanity of Mary. She comes through, not 
as a cold goddess, but as a warm earth 
mother. ; 


AND IF ONE sings and chants the 
prayers, songs and poems of the period 
while contemplating the statues and 
sculptures, one gets the clear impression 
that Mary is a welcome ocean of love, anda 
perceptive woman anxious to bring freedom 
and fulfillment to those seeking her good 
counsel. 


Still, in all fairness, it should be said that 
there is some truth in the accusation that 
devotion to Mary has been used to 
misrepresent the role of woman. Be it also 
said that we have misled Jesus to 


misrepresent the role of man as well. Our 
sinful side is very clever in abusing the 
religious message entrusted to our care. 


Having admitted that we are perfectly 
capable of diluting religious truth, we should 
also boast that in the long run the history of 
Christians has been a valiant effort, with 
God’s grace, to bring the real gospel values 
to bear on human living. We know we are 
sinners. We also believe the Spirit of truth 
abides with us to help us in positive 
achievements. 


THE KEY to women’s liberation is found 
in Paul’s statement: “In Christ you are 
neither male nor female.”(Galatians 3,28) 
Despite the mistakes, the record shows that 
Christians have been instrumental in 
liberating women throughout the ages. It 
was precisely the Christian attitude to 
women that caused so many of them to join 
the church in the early period. 


Devotion to Mary has been a key ideal in 
bringing this about. By upholding her unique 
humanity and womanly virtues, the church 
has reminded the male population that 
women are not playthings, possessions, 
chattels or mere marital conveniences. A 
woman is a person just as much as a man. 
She deserves the same respect, reverence 
and freedom as a male. 


The medieval church saw this and much 
more. Mary represented spiritual comfort 
and human hope. The legend of Herman the 
Lame tells the story of a lame baby left at a 
monastery door. The monks take him in, 
raise him and train him to be a math teacher. 


HE BECOMES a brilliant teacher. His 
lameness doesn’t embarrass him, but 
causes him life-long backaches. He lives a 
cheerful, productive life. On his death bed 
he is asked by the monks to tell them the 
secret of his spirituality. He asks for a pad 
and pen, upon which he writes these words: 


“Hail, holy queen, mother of mercy, my 
life, my sweetness and my hope. To you did! 
cry, poor banished child of Eve. To you did! 
send up my sighs, mourning and weeping in 
this valley of tears. And you turned, most 
gracious advocate, your eyes.of mercy 
toward me. Now, after this, my exile, show 
unto me the blessed fruit of your womb, 
Jesus. O clement, O loving, O sweet Virgin 
Mary.”

motherhood in our time

Every Sunday a childless couple in our 
parish participates at one of the masses and 
prays for the gift of a baby. It appears very 
unlikely that the infant so earnestly desired 
will come from her womb and be the result of 
their loving sexual union. 


Thus they wait and wait and wait, hoping 
for a child unwanted by another, but deeply 
wanted by the two of them. Reading statistics 
from a large eastern city indicating there were 
more abortions than births last year in that 
metropolis must cause this fine husband and 
wife great distress, perhaps anger. 


“WE WILL LOVE and care for the tiny 
one inside of you, even if you won’t. Please 
just give us a chance. Have your baby and 
allow us to share at least the joy of parenting, 
since we cannot taste the delight of fatherhood 
and motherhood.” 


Unspoken words like these probably run 
through their minds after hearing data about 
increases in abortions of listening to a 
pregnant woman complain about her 
situation. 


That certainly represents one aspect of 
motherhood in the modern world. Another, 
however, concerns those spouses who. hope 
to have children or an additional one, but not 
right now. 


WHAT DOES a couple like that do when 
they have pondered their condition carefully, 
purified their motives, prayed for guidance © 


and judge, as far as the light of their 
consciences dictates, God calls them to avoid 
conceiving a baby at this time? 


Current surveys lead us to believe that 
most American. husbands and wives, 
including Roman Catholic ones, turn to some 
artificial chemical or mechanical means for 
resolution of the dilemma. Contrary to 
statements that “birth control” is no longer a 
conscience problem for U.S. Catholics, my 
pastoral experience reveals many spouses 
continue to experience guilt and anxiety over 
such decisions. Moreover, there are 
apparently a substantial number of people 


who react negatively to these artificial 


methods for medical or aesthetic reasons. 


Such people might investigate natural 
family planning, a relatively new, generally not 
well publicized system of developing an 
awareness of a woman’s fertility in order to 
space pregnancies. 


DIFFERENT FROM the older calendar 
rhythm method, this sympto-thermal 
approach, based chiefly on present fertility 
signs, seems to offer a viable alternative for 
contemporary couples. Its advocates . 
maintain that natural family planning, 
practiced faithfully by well-instructed 
spouses, can prove as effective as the pill, 
acceptable to the Church and completely 
devoid of harmful side effects. 


The technique fundamentally is taught by 
one couple to another. Hence the organ- 
ization promoting it bears the title: The 


Couple to Couple League International, 
Inc. (P.O. Box 11084, Cincinnati, Oh. 45211). 
John and Sheila Kippley have combined to 
produce a basic text for the method, The Art 
of Natural Family Planning, available at 
$4.95 from the Ohio office. 


Several dioceses, including San Diego have 
Family Life offices sponsoring workshops on 
this program. 

Many couples have been generous with 
their time and effort teaching couples about 
natural family planning. They argue 
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convincingly about its “safeness’”’ and 
desirability. Despite the fact that the 
abstinence required for couples covers only 


7-8 days depending upon the woman, they _ 


see such necessary self-sacrifice as the 
biggest current obstacle to its acceptance. 


Neverless, they argue this needed, limited 
discipline will enhance the love and 
communication between husband and wife. 
In addition, they have found it provides a 
monthly honeymoon-like event for the couple 
coming off the brief abstinence period.

BY COMPARING all our subjective responses to the 
greatness of God what is less than God among our worries, 
fears and other feelings, often slinks away out of sheer 
embarrassment, leaving our interior in a deep reverent silence 
before the goodness of our God: In this type of silence an 
interior rest emanates from us as peace in which other troubled 
hearts come to rest. . 


As we live in the awareness of God’s grandeur we, almost 
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. unknowingly, provide shade from the glaring inconsistencies of 


life. Knowing that God is great, knowing that God is great 
enough to bring good from evil, we can make our way through 
contradiction after contradiction in peace and without 


- complaint. _

foolish by human reckoning, and to shame what is strong that 


he chose what is weak by human reckoning; those whom the 
world thinks common and contemptible are the ones that God 
has chosen—those who are nothingat all to show up those who 
are everything.

Faith of Mission Indians

five years experience working with the 
Arapaho Indians of Wyoming. 


Although she finds both the tradition 
and culture of the Mission Indians very 
different from that of the Arapaho, there 
are, she maintains, certain attitudes and 
beliefs common to all Indians, particularly 
reverence for the dead and a sense of 
spiritual unity that endures beyond death. 


SISTER MARY worked closely with 
Father Carl Starkloff, SJ, author of the 
authoritative “The People of the Center’, a 
comparitive study of the American Indian 
religion and Christianity. 


Since about 1948, ministry to the 


- Mission Indians—the official name of the 


California Catholic Indians converted by 
the Franciscan missionary band of Father 
Junipero. Serra over 200 years ago—has 
been the responsibility of the Sons of the 
Sacred Heart, an Italian religious order 
more popularly known as the Verona 
Fathers. 


Of the 25 reservations in the diocese, 19 
were served from two mission stations by 
four priests, at Santa Ysabel and Pala 
Indian missions in San Diego county. 
Today there are only three Verona Fathers 
here, 


Father Dominic Pazzaglia, FSCJ, was 


until recently given sole responsibility for 


10 reservations, one of which—Sycuan— 
is about 75 miles from Santa Ysabel where 
he is pastor. It was, he admits, physically 
impossible to provide weekly services for 
all of them, or in some cases, even 
monthly. 

SINCE FEBRUARY this year Bishop 
Maher has allocated three of these 
reservations to parishes much closer to 
the tribal lands. 


“When the Verona Fathers took over’ 


these missions, there were no parishes out 
here,” Father Dominic said. “Now there 
are churches in Alpine, Crest, Ramona, 


» Julian, Campo and Lakeside: The church> 


in Alpine is only three miles from Viejas. 
Crest is only 7 miles from Sycuan and 
Lakeside close to Barona.” 


But for the Indians such proximity 
presents additional problems. The pastors 
of these parishes have invited them to 
attend masses at the parish church, but 
this is hard for Indians to accept. 


“WE HAVE our own churches on our own 
land,” Robert Welch, director of Barona 
Community Center, said. “In the 1940's 
we had weekly mass here. The priest was 
here ali the time. He knew us and the 
children came to know and love him. 


“There is a vacant priest’s house next to 
the church and there would be enough 
work in the three reservations, Viejas, 
Sycuan and Barona, to keep him busy.” 


But there is more to it than that. Father 
Bart Battirossi, FSCJ, of Pala Mission 
which has served Indians since 1812, 
agreed on the need for a priest. 


“THE INDIANS of Southern California 
have much heritage and tradition 
connected with the church,” he told the 
diocesan group. They feel rejected and

offended when they are expected to attend 
some other church when they already 
have one of their own. And almost every 
reservation has its own chapel. 


There is even more than that, Sister 


Mary Kiely believes; more than the’ 


particular forms of traditional worship, 
more than the singing of Indian prayers 
after the mass. There is among the 
Indians, she said, an understanding of the 
quality of presence that is deeply 
ingrained. 


She tikened it to the story of the oriental 
rainmaker who was called by the villagers 
to end a drought. He did nothing to make it 
rain, merely living among the people until, 
in due course, rain fell. 


“IT IS NOT so much what a person does 
that matters,” she explained, ‘as that he is 
there among the people. It is a sign that 
someone Cares enough to share their lives 
and problems.” 


To have a priest living in the tribal lands, 
she indicated, is an affirmation and a 
confirmation of the caring, accepting 
presence of the church itself. And, 
listening to the people at two subsequent 
gatherings at Viejas, it was obvious that 
the desire for a priest, particularly one also 
fluent in Spanish, is uppermost in: their 
minds. 


Many of the older Indians speak mainly 
Spanish or Indian—a Yuman dialect 
named for the Yuma tribe which 
originated in the desert regions around the 
lower Colorado River. 


THE YUMAN culture has been traced 


back to 2,000 BC and first signs of itonthe 
Pacific Coast appear about 1,000 BC, 


according to Dr. James Moriarty, . 


professor of history and anthropology at 
the University of San Diego. 


By the time they came in contact with 
the Spanish missionaries, Yuma Indians 
had divided into a number of basic tribal 
units, which were given names connected 
to. the mission areas in which they lived. 


The Dieguefo Indians, for instance, 
lived in the vicinity of San Diego; the 
Luisefio around San Luis Rey. Tothe north 
there were the Cupeno and Cahuilla tribes, 
the Kamia in Imperial county, and in San 
Bernardino, the Serrano—a branch of the 
Shoshone people. 


MISSION ‘INDIANS have roots deep in 
California. Traditionally, they practiced 
agriculture, hunting and fishing, although 
for centuries the staple diet was the acorn. 
Because of the need to remain close to 
their source of food, the semi-nomadic 
tribes always settled for long periods 
where oaks were plentiful, usually in 
mountainous country. Ceremonial and 
common storage acorn baskets may still 
be seen in museums at some of the 
missions. 


In Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties Indians do not suffer as acutely 
as in parts of San Diego County from lack 
of priests. There are five reservations in 
Riverside, one in San Bernardino. 


Two of them, Pechanga and Cahuilla, 
are served from Pala, but Soboba Indian 
Mission. in San Jacinto, Morongo near

‘Banning, and Agua Caliente in the Palm 
Springs area, all have resident priests. 


HOLY GHOST Father Francis O’Reilly 
who lives in Soboba as pastor of St. Joseph 
church also serves Santa~ Rosa 
reservation. “Santa Rosa is actually under 
the Verona Fathers,” he said, “but there 
was an unwritten agreement between 
them and my predecessor that we would 
help them out there as they have far too 
much to do.” 


Father O'Reilly says a special mass for 
Indians every Sunday in addition to a 
Saturday evening and Sunday mass for 
“palefaces” who live near the mission. 
Only about six of the 82 families from the 
tribal lands attend, but Father O'Reilly is 
undaunted. - 


“It will improve,” he says confidently, 
“especially since one of the regulars is the 
chief of the tribal council.” He visits Santa 
Rosa, about 30 miles away, for mass every 
month as well as for funerals and 


_ anniversary masses. 
“THESE INDIANS are very good as far as 


sacraments go,” he told me. “They are 
baptized, married and are buried in the 
church, but | couldn't say they have ever 
had a tradition of weekly mass. They have 
never consistently had weekly mass, so 
there can be no tradition. But it is getting 
better and it will get better.” ‘ 


From every reservation—except those 
which have been virtually abandoned, 
there are reports of people returning to the 
tribal lands, particularly where federal 
funds are providing housing and starting 
small commercial projects. 


In Morongo, which has the largest 
population of Indians after Pala, according 
to the Bureau of Indian Affairs, Father 
Francis Weiser, pastor of Precious Blood 
church, celebrates mass weekly:“And 
then, of course, there are the funerals, 
anniversary masses and blessing of 
graves,” he said. 


THE CHILDREN at Morongo have for 
many years received religious instruction 


‘from sisters from the Mary and Joseph 


Center, Cherry Valley. 


Sister Eileen Cotter has taught CCD, 
prepared the children for the sacraments 
and worked. among the people for 10 
years. “I love it,” she says, “and | think they 
have learned to trust me. They don't like 
strangers, but if you come with the Sisters 
they will accept you.” 


The problem, at Morongo, according to 


Father Wieser, is that it was very well ~ 


served under the Franciscans who looked 
after the reservation until about 1952. 


“THERE WAS a large school here for 
thern,” he said, “and people came to 
boarding school from all over the diocese. 
But when the Franciscans left, the school 
was closed and nothing replaced it.” 


The Banning school was the only 
available high school for Indian children, 
although after it closed some families sent 
their children to St. John School in 
Phoenix, Ariz. 


Today, Indian children attend public 
schools in nearby towns and often 
continue to college. The Banning school 
later became the facility for Boys Town of 
the Desert. 


FATHER WIESER finds acertain amount 
of suspicion towards the church among 
some of the people. “But,” he added, “one 
cannot generalize. It takes time to get to 
know the people and it takes time for them

to know you.” Like Father O'Reilly, he sees 
growing, if gradual improvement. 


Father Weiser is hopeful that comple- 
tion of the new church at Morongo— 
probably in spring, 1978—will encourage 
more participation. The roof-raising, 
scheduled for sometime this month, 
will be a community celebration which he 
hopes will-awaken more interest. 


Our Lady of Guadalupe, Palm Springs, is 
also an Indian Mission. Originally named 
San Floriano, it was built to serve the tribal 
lands by the Franciscans. In 1948 the 
name was changed to the present one but 
its ministry is still to the Indians. 


Father Thomas Flahive works there 
among about 60 Indian families and a few 
Mexicans. As in all the mission churches, 
there is daily mass and weekly religious 
instruction. 


FURTHER EAST is the Torres-Martinez 
reservation but, according to Father John 
Magana of Our Lady of Solitude, 
Coachella, very few families actually live 
there. © : 


“They call us for funerals and so on, and 
there is a big annual fiesta held there, but 
at those times the Indians come in from 


the Santa Rosa hills and around Hemet... 


There is really no call for special ministry 
to Indians in this area” he said. 


Further east, Fort Yuma, one of two 
reservations in Imperial County, is the 
oldest established mission still serving.. 
Indians. Founded in 1780, it was 
administered by the Franciscan Fathers 
until’ 1952. Father John Wheeler, new 
pastor of the mission, commented on the 
few families who attend mass regularly. 


“THOSE WHO come are good people, 
but there are many who do not come. 
The facilities are here for them, but they 
do not make use of them.” He spoke, as 
did Father Wieser, of inroads by some 
Protestant churches which, he under- 
stands, operate a system of reward and 
award for attendance at services. 


The reservation at Twentynine Palms is, 


“according to Father Michael McNally of 


Blessed Sacrament church there, too 
small to require any kind of special 
service. “I don’t think anyone lives there,” 
he said “Most of the Indians here would be 
absorbed into the community.” 


Looking at the diocese overall, the little 
pocket of Viejas, Barona and Sycuan 
emerges as an area of quite special need. 
The people are concerned about their own 
contact with the church and the prospect 
of their children growing up in a difficult 
environment without sound religious 
background. 


IN ADDITION, there are problems of 
teenage alcoholism and drugs—perhaps 
no more then in any other California 
community, but accentuated by the 
special pressures of reservation life and 
the search for identity now being: 
experienced on a national scale by 
Indians. 


But if alcoholism is a factor in every 
reservation, crime is not. “We have very 
little crime here,’ Father Dominic 
Pazzaglia says, “I! go out, sometimes for a ~ 
whole day.. Nothing is locked and the 
people know | am away, but nothing has 
ever been taken. The people are honest.” 


Father Wieser maintained that what 
crime there is in Morongo comes into the 
reservation from the freeway which runs 
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Mission Indians

_ through the land. 


“PEOPLE COME in from the freeway and 
commit acts of vandalism to property, 
even to the graves” he said. “The Indians 
will not leave building materials around for 
fear of theft—but not from our people— 
from those from outside.” 


And Father O’Reilly says, “We haven't 
had police here for months. We had a huge 
ball game here—with mass on the 
ballfield—which brought in about 800 
people. There could have been trouble 
with a crowd like that, but there were no 
incidents, apart from altercations 
between suporters of opposing sides. Of 
course,” he added, “San Diego stole the 
Indians’ water 45 years ago, and only now 
getting around to giving it back!” 


Basically the main social problems 
seem to be those concomitant with 
adaption to change and maintaining a 
sense of personal identity in the modern 
world. Sines 


Dr. Robert Peer of CCS speaks on the 
need for youth workers in the reservations, 
for programs or projects that would give 
them incentive to stay away from drugs 
and alcohol. 


HE RECALLS the valuable work done by 
Msgr. Mark Doran in the year before his 
death in 1976. Msgr. Doran helped raise 

- funds to repair the gymnasium at Barona, 
and purchase equipment he said. 


Currently a group of young people from 
Blessed Sacrament church, San Diego, 
meets with Indian youth at Barona for a 

“Eun and Faith” program. It is hoped this 
will be the forerunner of other such 
programs. 


‘Dr. Peer also finds care for the elderly 
a major concern. “They become very 
isolated,” he said, “and suffer severely 
from malnutrition in some cases.” 


Asked if neglect of the old is not contrary 
to Indian tradition, he agreed, but 
explained that many of the young people 
who would normally be caring for the 
elderly leave the tribal lands to work and 
live in towns and cities outside. 


_ “AND OFTEN the old people disapprove _. 


of the young who adapt to more modern 
ways. The old people want to preserve the 
old ways and languages and tend to reject 
the younger ones who do not,” he said. 


“They will reject any kind of government 
aid, too, and continue to live in sub- 
standard housing and avoid super- 
market foods in favor of traditional foods 

-which are no longer in good supply.” 


This he maintains, leads to a desperate 
need for a nutritional program or food 
kitchen in the Indian centers which would 


somehow breach the gap and present food 
in a way acceptable to the elderly. 


“YOU KNOW, everyone is concerned 
about educating the young to accept and 
adapt to change, but little thought is given 
to educating the elderly for whom these 
problems are much more serious,” he 
added. 3, 


The issues are real and all of them 
urgent; but in the San Diego County tribal 
lands the people return again and again to 
the need for a priest. “If we had a priest 
here, many things would be different,” one 
Viejas woman said thoughtfully. 


Recalling how the early missionary 
Padres had appointed spiritual leaders 
from among the tribesmen to minister to 
the people during the priests’ prolonged 
absences, giving them faculties to 
baptize, marry and perform funeral 
services, | asked why no extraordinary 
ministers or candidates for the permanent 
diaconate had emerged from the com- 
munity. 


THE IDEA seems to offer some 
difficulties. Indian custom, they say, 
frowns on those who “try to put themselves 
above others.’ Persons who might 
volunteer for such positions would have to 
be prepared for censure or ridicule. 


The old custom of prayer leaders, 
however, still persists. In each community 
there are those with a knowledge of the old 
chants, who lead the prayers in Spanish 
and Indian. Steve Pochetti and his wife 
from Santa Ysabel, who are in frequent 
demand for funerals and other cere- 
monies, are among the few who qualify for 
this specialized role. ; ; 


Some of the Indians feel concern as to 


what would happen when the present 


singers were no longer with them. “Only 
the older ones remember the chants,” 


they say. “The young people are not 


interested any more.” 


ON THE QUESTION of some form of 
training to teach the chants to others, | was 
told: “You don’t train for the singing. It is 


_ something you either have or you do not. 


You hear the chants and then, ifitis in you, 
and you want to do it, you begin to sing.” 

But here again, as with candidates for 
ordained or extraordinary ministry, 
community approval and acceptance is 
vital. 


There is, it seems, no simple answer to 
the dilemma facing the people of Viejas, 
Barona and Sycuan, but a beginning has 
been made. The voices of the people have 
been raised and heard-and their needs 
recognized. And these people who for so 
many centuries have lived by the oak and 
the acorn do not expect overnight 
miracles.

Soviet Jewry exhibit staffed 
by priests, sisters on Sabbath

had come on Saturday 
instead of today, your

Angeles Commission on 
Soviet Jewry, depicted 60 
years of Soviet denial of 
basic human rights to its 
Jewish citizens. 


IT WAS mounted in pro- 
‘test to the $20 million 
Soviet National Exhibition 
at the Los Angeles Conven- 
tion Center during Novem- 
ber. 

A major problem emerg- 
ed at the planning stage 
when it, was realized that 
the exhibit would require 
staffing on Saturdays, the 
Jewish Sabbath. 


According to Burton 
Levinson, vice-chairman of 
the national Commission 
on Soviet Jewry, he was 
approached by a group of 
Catholic priests and nuns 
and ministers of other 
Christian traditions who 
said, “Teach us and we will 
act as docents on your 
Sabbath.” 


AND SO, each Saturday 
throughout the month, the 
victimization of Jews in 
Russia. was detailed to the 
more than 50,000 visitors 
to the exhibit, by Christians, 
who also have a history of 
persecution by the Soviets. 


Levinson told the story of

A look at books 


OPENING TO GOD by Father Thomas H. 
Green, SJ. Ave Maria Press, Notre Dame, 
IN 46556. 110 pages, $2.45pb. 


Prayer is such an important aspect of 
the Christian’s life that Our Lord pointed 
out that we “should pray always.” Yet, as a 
matter of fact, one of the questions most 
frequently asked a priest is, “What is 
prayer?” 


The Catechism answer that most of us 
remember is a more than adequate 
starting place: Prayer is the lifting up of the 
mind and heart to God. The types of prayer 
we were taught is also good: praise and 
adoration, contrition, thanksgiving and 
supplication. 


It's at this point that a good introduction 
or guide to prayer is invaluable. Jesuit 
Father Thomas Green has produced just 
such a manual in this, his first book. The 
style is very personal, as befits the 
publication of his excellent retreat notes. 


He begins his book with an extended 
definition of prayer and the understanding 
that since prayer is so personal, the 
definition must be very flexible. Right at 


the beginning he discusses the important 
of putting our hearts into our spiritual life. 


One thing that will strike the mature 
reader is Father Green’s extensive use of 
the classical writers on prayer—St. John of 
the Cross, St. Teresa of Avila and St 
Ignatius Loyola. His extensive use of the 
scriptures is also part of his strength. 


Another strength of this book is that the 
author is a product of the “third culture.” 
He is an American who has spent most of 
his adult life in the Third World so he 
brings a double perception to his work. 


His experience as a Spiritual director to 
religious and major seminarians also 
brings depth to the volume. 


He is at his best when he discusses the 
techniques of prayer and the active 
purification of the soul. His modern 
understanding of the ascent of Calvary 
gives a new dimension to fasting and 
penance. 


It's a pleasure to recommend this guide 
to prayer for anyone who is serious about 
growth in spirituality.
